New York Graft Investigators Ordered by 
Court to Find ‘Higher Ups’—Lieutenant’s 
Salary $4000 a Year. 


By the Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—Admis- 
sions by a $4000-a-year police ‘ieu- 
tenant and his mother that they 
banked nearly $250,000 in the last 
six years set graft investigators 
cn the trail of “higher-ups” today. 

Testifying at the Magistrates’ 
Court inquiry yesterday, Lieut. 
John W. Kenna, in charge of nearly 
1000 policemen in the old tender- 
loin district, identified records 
showing that his deposits from Jan 
1, 1925, to Dec. 31, 1930, totaled 
$45,442.69. 

Pressed for an explanation as 
to the discrepancy between that 
sum and the $20,000 he earned in 
salary over that period, he said it 
all came from his mother. He 
turned over all his pay checks, he 
said, and she returned them to- 
gether with sundry cash and 
checks. 

Policy Game Backer. 

His mother, Mrs. Anna Kenna, 
who represented herself as a real 
estate dealer, a practical nurse and 
a Harlem policy game backer, ad- 
mitted her deposits in the same 
period amounted to about $184,- 
227. Her annual income was 
about $16,500. 

Shown there was a disparity of 
<bout $75,000 between the bank

figures and her estimate, she was 
at a loss to explain. 

“I must have had it,” she said. 
“The first $20 I ever made is 
still in the savings banks. I've 
saved money all my life. If 1 
earned $10 I saved $9 of it. That's 
how I’ve lived.” 

Questioned as to the, disposition 
of about $147,000 of this in checks 
to unidentified payees, Mrs. Kenna 
said she could not recall because 
all her checkbooks and account 
books had been destroyed. 

Orders “Higher Up” Caught. 

Commenting on the latter dis- 
closure, Referee Samuel Seabury 
addressed his investigators thus: 

“I do not believe that the money 
that has been collected by members 
of the vice squad from persons 
having cases in the Magistrates’ 
Courts, stops with the collectors. 
We must find out where it goes 
and who gets it. I propose to find 
out, if possible, so far as it. re- 
lates to cases in the Magistrates’ 
Courts, who it is higher up that is 
getting it.” 

An accountant testified that the 
total banked by mother and son 
was $237,835.52, of which a bal- 
cane of $25,336.66 was now in 
bank. The discrepancy between 
totals was unexplained.

By the Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Twen- 

ty-four Baltimore fleas, martyrs in 

the cause of science, have estab- 


lished the fact that fleas that bite 
rats spread typhus fever.

by the Public Health Service today 
as the research experts Who made 
this discovery. 

In an official publication, the 
Public Health Service says that in- 
vestigation of cases of typhus 
showed several had occurred in 
the immediate vicinity of a food- 
handling establishment in Balti- 
more in the late summer and fall 
of 1930. On these premises evi- 
dence of heavy infestation with 
rats was observed. The rats were 
trapped and combed for fleas, and 
a rat's nest was found and 
searched. This resulted in the cap- 
ture of three dozen fleas on Nov. 
20, 19390. “ 

Twenty-four of these fleas were 
ground up in four cubic centi- 
meters of norrfal saline, and two 
cubic centimeters of the result- 
ing emulsion was injected into 
guinea pigs. The guinea pigs got 
the typhus fever. The research ex- 
perts, who had been studying 
typhus over a period of years, con- 
tinued their investigations with 
other animals until the fact was 
established that a virus of the 
typhus type is derived from fleas 
collected from wild rats trapped at 
a typhus focus. '

COMPROMISE WINS 
IN BOTH HOUSES 


Senate, 67 to 15, Approves 
Conference Report for 
$20,000,000 for Rehabil- 
itation Loans. | 


RAISES TOTAL FOR 
AID TO $69,000,000 


House Immediately After- 
ward Without a Record 
Vote Gives Measure Its 
Approval.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—By a 
vote of 67 to 15, the Senate this 
afternoon ended its long contro- 
versy with the President over 
drouth-religf measures by accepting 
the conference report, which car- 
riés the $20,000,000 Hovver-Robin- 


son compromise. 

Within two hours after the Sen- 
ate had acted, the House adopted 
the conference report by a viva 
voce vote, and it was ready to go 
to the President, 

Cramton (Rep.), Michigan, a 
lame duck, was the principal advo- 
cate of the compromise. La Guar- 
dia (Rep.), New York, and As- 
well (Dem.), Louisiana, were 
among those speaking against it. 

Of the 15 Senators voting against 
the compromise, providing for ‘‘re- 
habilitation” loans in the 21 
drouth-stricken states, six were 
Democrzuts, eight were Republic- 
ans and one was the Farmer-Labor 
member. Shipstead of Minnesota. 

The Democrats were Barkley, 
Kentucky; Bulkley, Ohio; Connally, 
Texas: Glass, Virginia; Thomas, 
Oklahoma, and Wheeler, Montana. 

The Republicans were Borah, 
Idaho: Covzens, Michigan; Cutting, 
New Mexico; Frazier, North Dako- 
ta; Johnson, California: La Fol- 
lette, Wisconsin: Norris, Nebraska, 
and Schall, Minnesota. 

Patterson (Rep.), Missouri,-voted 
for the compromise, and Hawes 
(Dem.), Missouri, was paired for it. 


$69,000,000 Appropriations. 


Senator Robinson of Arkansas, 
the minority leader, with whose 
aid the compromise was negotiated 
and put through the Senate as a 
rider on the Interior Department 
appropriation bill, issued a state- 
ment that the $20,000,000 fund 
would raise the aggregate appro- 
priations for drouth relief to $69,- 
000,000. 

The grants include the prev- 
iously voted $45,000,000 fund to be 
lent the farmers for the purchase 
of seed, feed for livestock, fertiliz- 
er and fuel oil; $2,000,000 for the 
purchase of medical supplies and 
for rural sanitation, and today’s 
$20,000.000, which is to be used 


,for,enlarging credit organizations 


and also for direct loans to farm- 
ers. 

Before voting on the compro- 
mise the Senate drew from the ad- 
ministration a direct statement that 
food and other necessities may be 
purchased by farmers who obtain 
loans from the $20,000,000 fund. 

The total of the relief funds, 
Robinson said, would be raised to 
$69,000,000 by the retention of a 
$2,000,000 revolving fund for cer- 
tain of the Southern States. 


Final Attack by Borah. 


Though the vote sustained the 
Administration and the minority 
leadership by a large majority, the 
compromise was denounced as un- 
satisfactory by a number of Sen- 
ators who supported it, while oth- 
ers, such as Borah, Couzens and 
Barkley. both damned it in fiery 
terms and cast their votes against 
it. 

In a speech which resembled his 
recent notable oration demanding 
relief for the hungry, the Idaho 
Senator declared he could never 
support a relief bill which drew a 
distinction between those who 
could and those who could not fur- 
nish security. Borah had reference 
to provision that loans may be ob- 
tained only by farmers who can 
give security acceptable to the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture. 

For 118 years, Borah said, th 
Government had been giving direct 
aid from the Treasury to the rvic- 
tims of drouth, earthquakes, and 
flood, and never before in the his- 
tory of such legislation had the 
cry of “dole” been raised.

FOR ROBBERY LOSS 


Safety Deposit Box Renter | 
Gets Judgment in Justice 
of Peace Court in First of 
Pending Suits. : 


DEPOSITORY DEEMED 

“GROSSLY NEGLIGENT’ 

Appeal Likely—Seven Oth- 
er Similar Actions for To- | 
tal of $470,000 Pending 
in Circuit Court. 


Ruling that officers of the 
Grand National Bank were “gross- 
ly negligent” in failing to retain a 
police guard at their safe deposit 
vault ‘while the 17-ton door was 
being moved to the bank’s new 
quarters, Justice of the Peace Rob- 
ert E. Walker has decided the first 
suit growing out of the $956,000 
robbery of the vault last May 25, 
in favor of the plaintiff, Malcom 
McMenamy, a lawyer. 

McMenamy sued for $750 as the 
value of jewelry taken from his 
deposit box. A jeweler testified 
for him, estimated the value at 
$858, but inasmuch as Justice of 


ths Peace suits are limited by law 
to $750, the judgment was for 
$750. 

The attorney for the bank pre- 
sented no evidence, arguing that 
McMenamy’s counsel had not made 
a case of negligence. Although ‘no 
announcemerat was made, it is ex- 
pected the case will be appealed. 

Comment by Walker, J. P. 

“I can’t see anything but gross 
negligence on the part f . the 
bank’s officers,” Justice of the 
Peace Walker said at the conclu- 
sion of the case. ‘“‘Here’s a cashier 
who has more authority than the 
president and the whole board ef 
directors. He calls off the police 
aéfail and nine Mays later the bank 
is robbed.’’ 

His reference was to Gifford J. 
Herbert, who, according to police 
who were guarding the vault, told 
them on May 16 that the bank had 
hired a watchman and was “able 
to take care of itself." Herbert's 
resignation as cashier of the bank 
wes accepted by the board of di- 
rectors shortly after the robbery 
and Herbert subsequently left the 
State. 

“I don’t think a case of negli- 
gence has been made, your honor.” 
said Courtney Goodmfan, attorney, 
who with Charles G. Revelle, for- 
mer Judge of the State Supreme 
Court, represented the bank. 

“Well,” countered the Justice of 
the Peace, “what are you paying 
for when you rent a box. I rent 
one and I pay for protection. You 
don’t see burglars getting into any 
of the big downtown banks.” 

“Your honor,” Goodman object- 
ed, “there’s a whole lot of law in 
this case” 


“If they’d kept the police detail 
on,” Walker interrupted, “and then 
had been robbed. it would have 
been a different story but as it is, 
[ can’t see anything but gross neg- 
ligence.” . 

Negro Porter ‘Tells of Robbery. 

Police Sergt. Wilder, who was in 
charge of the men guarding the 
vault, said he placed the guard ce- 
tail on April 29 and called daily 
to see the men on duty until May 
16. At that time, he said, “Mr. 
lierbert requested me to take cff 
the deiail. He said they had their 
own watchman and they had it 
all secure; they could take care of 
themselves.” 

Ben Strozier, Negro porter at the 
bank, related substautially the 
same story of tile robbery that lie 
told when questioned by poiice and 
reporters on May 25 and. 26. Stro- 
zier expressed the opinion the rob- 
bers—he estimated there were six 
of them—were in the bank before 
he entered at 6:30 a. m, to mop the 
floor of the banking room. He 
finished his work, he testified, and 
was almost ready to leave when 
the men accosted him in the buse- 
ment.

SOON FOR CAPITAL 


Persuaded to Omit All 
Mention of Conditions in 
Move to End Civil Dis- 
obedience Campaign.

ALLAHABAD, India, Feb. 14.— 


Mahatma Gandhi today requested 
an interview with the Viceroy of 
India, Lord Irwin, and settlement 
of India’s troubled political situa- 
tion is thought in some circles to 
be within sight. 


At a moment when the prospect 
of settlement seemed hopeless, the 
Nationalist leader suddenly capitu- 
lated before the eloquence of Sir 
Tej Bahadur Sapru, Indian delegate 
to the Round Table conference, who 
had pleaded that Gandhi talk per- 
sonally with the Viceroy. 

The Mahatma wanted to stipu- 
late his well known condition, the 
release of all political prisoners, in 
his letter to the Viceroy, but Sapru 
persuaded him to omit all condi- 
tions. Gandhi couched his letter 
to Lord Irwin in the most cordial 
tone, interspersing it with charac- 
teristic spiritual phrases. 

Congress Group Adjourns, 

In the -meantime the conference 
of the Congress Party Working 
Committee, which had been discus- 
sing the situation, terminated to- 
day. Announcement of its deci- 
sions was withheld pending the in- 
terview between Gandhi and the 
Viceroy. 

The Mahatma expects to leave for 
New Delhi Monday or Tuesday and 
will be preceded by Sapru, M. R. 
Jayakar, another of the London 
Round Table delegates, and Srina- 
vasa Sastri, who will continue to 
act as mediators. 

The Maharajah of Bikaner, vet- 
eran Indian Statesinan, played a 
distant but vital role in the con- 
versations with Gandhi. From his 
capital he kept in touch by tele- 
graph with Sapru, offering advice 
and many valuable suggestions for 
Gandhi's guidance. 

The decision of Gandhi to confer 
personally with the Viceroy made a 
treméhdous impression, and the 
tension and anxiety which have en- 
veloped the country since Gandhi 
virtually rejected Prime Minister 
MacDonald's proposals gave way to 
a feeling of hopefulness. 

Gandhi Says Civil Disobedience 
Must Go On. 

LONDON, Feb. 14.—The follow- 
ing interview with Mehatma Gand- 
hi, leader of the Indian independ- 
ence movement, has been cabled to 
London from Allahabad by Robert 
Bernays, correspondent of the Lon- 
don Daily News: 

“I see no justification in the 
Premier's (Ramsay MacDonald's) 
speech for calling off the civil dis- 
obedience movement. I want the 
substance of independence; the 
British can keep the shadow. The 
Round Table conference proposals 
do not give me that substance. 

“The British army is entirely 
unnecessary. It is just an ariny 
of occupation. I should like to see 
every British regiment removed to- 
morrow. 

“There is no frontier danger. No 
foreign power covets Indie. Let 
the Afridis loot a few frontier 
towns. As a matter of fact, I find 
that I have very considerable in- 
fluence over the Afridis. I have 
only just recently discovered that, 
if the Afridis did attack us, “iI 
should merely oppose them with 
civil disobedience as we are oppos- 
ing the British invasion. 

“It is suggested that I am doing 
a serious thing in encouraging the 
people to break the law. My an- 
swer is that it is better to break 
the laws than to break heads. 
There is only one alternative to 
civil disobedience and that is open 
revolt. 

“I prefer to oppose force with 
self-suffering. It is not lawlessness 
for that implies wanton violence. 
We break the law, knowing and 
accepting the consequences. There 
may be stray and isolated instances 
of actual violence on the part of 
congress supporters, but then there 
are deserters in every army. 

“I want the substance of seif- 

government and I shall be content 
with nothing less. ._The civil dis- 
obedience movement must god on. 
“ “I am looking for every. oppor- 
tunity of peace. If I saw my 
chance I should rush to seize it, 
but at presént I see none.”

The Ozark Chamber of Commerce has created a 
National Parks Committee, with F. W. A. Veaper of 
St. Louis as chairman, to obtain the co-operation of 
the National Park Service of the Department of the 
Interior in establishing national parks and reserves. 
It has obtained the consent of the National Park Serv- 
ice to send field representatives to make an official 
survey of the Ozark region this spring. The survey 
would be futile with this restrictive legislation in the 
statute books. The effort to obtain Federal action for 
any sort of useful reserve would be blocked in the 
beginning. 

There is no region in the United States more adapt- 
able for governmental activities in national parks, 
game preserves and reforestation than the Ozark 
country. It is a region of rare natural beauty, 
abounding 1n springs of unusual volume and in pic- 
turesque streams. There are vast stretches of moun- 
tainous country, of little or no value for agriculture 
or other development, but peculiarly adapted to park 
and game preserve purposes. The forests, abounding 
in excelleht timber, have been denuded except in 
small areas not yet reached by transportation facili- 
ties. The original fauna and flora were singularly 
varied and attractive. This region abounded in game 
of all kinds, which is rapidly disappearing, through 
many years of neglect and unrestricted slaughter. 
The State is now making efforts to renew and pre- 
serve wild life, under difficulties. It is making prog- 
ress, but the co-operation of the Federal Government 
through a great national park and game preserve 
would be invaluable.

Facing problems similar to those of other metropolitan areas, Westchester County, N.Y, 
built park system of 17,000 acres; one result has been to double tts property valua- 
tion; after expenditure of $60,000,000, project returned surplus in 1929; parks, 
drives, beaches, golf courses and amusement resort provided for public recreation. 


ISTORY is being made in Westchester 
H County, New York. Here on the broad 

open acres bordering New York City 
the people of this district are giving the 
world a lesson in how a community can get 
a greatly needed recreation improvement 
when it makes up its mind to have it. It 
took vision and civic courage of a rare kind 
for Westchester Countians to authorize the 
“expenditure of some $60,000,000 for the 
creation of a chain of parks and recreation 
centers, such as is now nearing completion 
at strategic points throughout the entire 448 
square miles of the county. 

Westchester has become known interna- 
tionally because of this unparalleled under- 
taking—the outstanding recreational devel. 
opment in the world. Wise and persistent 
leadershi,’ has transformed this district into 
a veritable play fairyland, where millions 
of city workers find health and happiness. 

- ~ 

The park system is the outgrowth of cir- 
cumstances similar te those which surround 
every large metropolitan center today. The 
rapid growth of New York City and the ad- 
joining county of Westchester from 1910 to 
1920 made clear the imperativé need for 
setting aside more recreation areas and 
land for park purposes before the oppor- 
tunity might be lost forever. 

The county is largely an area of farm 
land and country estates, and is made up 
of 46 municipalities with a total population 
of 500,000. While these separate units have 
their political differences over jurisdictions 


of local goverements, they have a well 
rounded sense of regional develo, ment. 
They recognized that unless the entire 


county worked as a unit in the matter of 
parks, there could never be an adequate or 
satisfying system. 

The Westchester County system was cre- 
ated in 1922 under legislative enactment, 
and the Westchester County Park Commis- 
sion was appointed the same year. After a 
year’s study, the commission's recommenda- 
tions were adopted and the Board of Super- 
visors authorized appropriations aggregat- 
ing $60,000,000 for the acquisition of lands 
and for park improvements. 

Active operations were started in 1923, 
and a continuous program of land acquisi- 
tion, improvements and development work 
has been carried on, with a total appropria- 
tion to date of $60,146,379.40. By direct 
purchase and condemnation troceedings 
3981 parcels of land have been acquired. 
Private philanthropy has materially aided 
in the creation of the system. aluable 
lands needed to round out parkways, boule- 
vards and other areas have been given by 
individuals, towns, cities and

Public beaches, bath houses, 
pools, boating lakes, extensive picnic 
grounds and spots for nature study, diversi- 
fied facilities for field sports, three 18-hole 
golf.courses, bridle paths, children's play- 
grounds and a seaside amusement tark 
with numerous mechanical devices, afford 
a wide range of recreation.

“The intention of His Majesty’s 
Government appears to have been 
represented as being that no fur- 
ther immigration of Jews is to he 
permitted so long as it might pre- 
vent any Arab from obtaining em- 
ployment. The Goverment never 
proposed such a policy. 

“They were concerned to state 
that in the regulation of Jewish 
immigration it is essential to insure 
that the immigrants should not be 
a burden upon the people of Pales- 
tine as a whole and they should 


not deprive any section of the 
‘present population of their. em- 
ployment. 

“The Government has to be 


mindful of its obligations to facili- 
tate Jewish immigration under suit- 
able conditions and to encourage 
close settlement of Jews on the 
land.

PIANIST ITURBI WINS 
SYMPHONY AUDIENCE 


Makes First "haedewie Here 
in Closing Concerts Under 
Golschmann.

A ie one of the current objects 

»9f popular admiration in Amer- 
ican musical circles, made his first 
appearance in St. Louis yesterday 
afternoon. He played the D minor 
piano concerto by Mozart and the 
Listz Hungarian Fantasia, with the 
local symphony orchestra under 
the direction of Vladimir Golsch- 
mann, 

Uniike most heroes of the key- 
board, Iturbi may attribute his con- 
quest of American audiences to 
finesse rather than to direct, head- 
on assault and battery. Such at 
least was the concinsion one natu- 
rally drew after hearing him play 
yesterday. The Mozart concerto 
was a marvel of clean and rapid 
execution, but the first and third 
movements were kept to such an 
even dynamic level that they re- 
mained rather dry despite the lim- 
pid quality of his legato and the 
general fastidiousness of his style. 
In the second movement, however, 
he brought a definitely stronger 
emotion to the music without de- 
tracting, in the least, from its aris- 
tocratic quality. 

The Liszt Hungarian Fantasia— 
a gaudy thing which has steadily 
reflected credit on nobody ever 
since it was written—was played 
rather Joosely by both soloist and 
orchestra, but with a great effect 
on the audience. 

As an encore Iturbi played 
“Triana,” by Albeniz, and displayed 
a temperamental ardor in so doing 
that the other compositions hadn’t 
seemed able to call out. 

In general, the Spanish pianist is 
8 master of understatement and 
delicate insinuation rather than a 
more straightforward approach to 
alone. His finest achievement of 
digious and his playing is so effort- 
less as to seen casual at times. 

Having to build This program 
around two piano numbers, Con- 
ductor Golschmann could = only 
Supply several shorter pieces as 
contributious by the orchestra 
alone. His first achievement of 
the afternoon and, in fact, of his 
whole engagement in St. Louis was 
Ravel's “La Valse.” This  per- 
formance reflected a carefully 
worked out plan; a vigorous ap- 
plication of emotional force and a 
certain febrile abandon all at the 
Same time. That is to say that 
while it had a spontaneous air 
one realized that it could not have 
achieved both the detailed and the 
unified effect that it did without 
having been submitted to careful 
and intelligent preparatien. 

But if “La Valse” was the high 
point of Golschmann’s engage- 
ment, the Tristan “Liebestod” was 
certainly the extreme low. In 
Some very elahvorate way it mapn- 
aged to miss the point compietely 
and became so sluggish, so flatu- 
lent and  long-drawn-out in its 
final theasures as to suggest that 
it was pushing against some. heavy 
weight, One would have said that 
{it gave. color to the belief that 
Frenchmen can’t play Wagner if it 
hadn’t been that the “Prelude” had 
already been so well done. 

Golschmann's already faithful 
following, which was present in 
large’ numbers, applauded every- 
thing impartially and filed out of 
the auditorium breathing prayers 
for his safe return next year.

‘DROP FOLLOWING 
COMMONS DEBATE 


Pessimistic Speech of Snow- 
den and Possibility of 
Lloyd George Leading 
Radicals Upset nnamaet.

LONDON, Feb. 14.—Repercus- 
sions of two of the most important 
speeches delivered during the many 
parliaments—that of Chancellor of; 
the Exechecuer Philip Snowden, 
Wednesday, and of Lloyd George 
Thursday—are shown in deprecia- 
tion of $150,000,000 in British Gov- 
ernment securities on the stock ex- 
change yesterday. 

Another direct result of the 
speeches was the persistence of 
rumors that Lloyd George and the 
“millionaire Socialist,”” Sir Oswald 
Mosley, . radical and _  inflationist 
leader who recently resigned from 
the MacDonald Cabinet, have 
reached an agreement and that the 


| former Premier may stampede the 


Labor party into following him into 
a policy of economic adventure. 

Snowden’s warning that great 
sacrifices will’ be exacted to keep 
the country solvent is unpopular 
with his own followers. They lis- 
tened to his speech in gloomy si- 
lence and MacDonald’s speech on 
economy Thursday night was deliv- 
ered to half-empty benches. 

At the same time, Lloyd George, 
with his fierce denunciations of the 
American debt settlement and his 
savage attacks on banks and bank- 
ers, was rapturously cheered. 

Lloyd George to Front. 

The cou.rtry is clearly at the 
parting of the ways, and while 
Snowden has chosen to follow the 
orthodox financial pact, Lloyd 
George, sensing his opportunity, has 
come forth with a flaming evange!l 
that commands the _  ..ssent, not 
merely of two-thirds of the Labor 
members »1f the House of Commons, 
but also of the immense bulk of 
Labor voters in the country. 

To what extent Mosley and Lloyd 
George are in league is doubtful. 


They have conferred frequently 
during the last few days. Mosley, 
on behalf of his parliamentary 


group, issued a statement declaring 
that the Government means to in- 
dorse an attack upon wages. This 
manifesto says. 

“We cannot but feel that the so- 
cial services are in danger as weil 
as-the standard of wages. Indeed, 
both are inevitably jeopardized 
since a large part of industry is 
being run at a loss and the budget 
no longer balances. 

“What we wish to reiterate le 
that the situation has developed 
inevitably from the failure of the 
Government to deal with unem- 
ployment. 

“The national standard of life 
cannot be maintained if 2,500,000 
men are prevented from producing 
and if the consuming power of the 
home market is further reduced. 
In the steadily deepening crisis 
which threatens us we once more 
demand that the Government adopt 
either the policy which we have 
proposed or announce some policy 
of their own to avert the disaster 
that immediately threatens the 
people of Great Britain.” 

New Voice of Labor. 

Rumors of Snowden’s resigna- 
tion if the Labor party next Tues- 
day does not indorse his economy 
plans are premature. But a situa- 
tion exists in which Lloyd George, 
with his plans for grandios ex- 
penditures, Instead of retrench- 
ment, and not Snowden and Mac- 
Donald, now voices the views of 
Labor. 

Behind all this, aecording to 
many political observers, is a plan 
of Lloyd George, out of power for 
nine years but atill full of health 
and energy, to maneuver the situa- 
tion so that, with a section of Lib- 
erals behind him, he will lead 
Radical opinion in the next general 
election and posibly return to 
power. - 

It is this fear which is respon 
sible, as much as Snowden’s pes- 
simism, for the collapse in Gov- 
ernment and gilt-edged securities. 
For an attack upon the rentie: 
class (those who live on independ: 
ent incomes derived from invest- 
ments) is regarded as Lloyd 
George's policy. 

As the New Statesman remarks, 
“What Australia is doing today, 
this country may have to do day 
after tomorrow.” The references 
to repudiation of obligations is 
obvious. 

It would be dangerous to draw 
any definite inferences at present. 
British politics is in the melting 
pot. Snowden is fighting for his 
political life and so are his col- 
leagues who have indorsed his 
stand for economy. Lioyd George. 
with one of his cat-like jumps. has 
taken the center of the political 
limelight.

$1,250,000 to Campaigns 
Is Utterly False.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—De- 
spite deniais from‘ Postmaster- 
General Brown and Treasurer Nutt 
of the Republican National Com- 
mittee, Chairman Blaine of the 
Senate Postoffice Lease Investigat- 
ing Committee insisted today that 
beneficiaries Of postal leases have 
contributed heavily to Keopublican 
campaign. funds. 

His only reply to Nutt’s asser- 
tion that he was a “loose-tongued” 
Senator was that Nutt would have 
an opportunity to rebut the contri- 
butions testimony after it has been 
placed in the committee record, 
adding the committee might call 
Nutt to testify. 

The chairman has said he has 
evidence which he wili put in the 
record at a later date of large con- 
tributions to Republican campaign 
funds by beneficiaries of the leases. 

Nutt says Senator Blaine’s inti- 
mation that postoffice lease bene- 
ficiaries contributed $4,250,000 to 
the Coolidge and Hoover cam- 
paigns is utterly false and entirely 
inexcusable. 

“Just another instance of a 
joose-tongued Senator making 
statements which are false,” Nutt 
said in a formal statement given 
out by committee headquarters last 
night. 

Only Donation From St. Louisan.: 

Every contribution of $1 or more 
received by the committee since he 
became treasurer, Nutt said, has 
been listed in a file at the Capitol 
which is open to the public. Only 
one contribution came from anyone 
figuring in postal leases during 
that time, he added. This was 
$200 sent in by J. A. Love of St. 
Louis, and it was returned to the 
Missouri State Committee. 

“Considering that the charges 
fathered by Senator Blaine con- 
tain not a shadow of truth,” said 
Nutt, “I presume that he did not 
avail himself of these records. Such 
an omission was inexcusable.” 

Statement of Nutt. 


The statement of Nutt. who be- 
came treasurer of the Republican 
committee in June, 1928, follows: 

“As treasurer of the Republican 
National Committee, 1 take serious 
exception to a defamatory state- 
ment broadcast through the press 
of the country that postoffice 
lessors contributed $1,250,000 to 
the Cooft@ze “and Wo0ver cam- 
paigns. This charge is utterly 
false and entirely inexcusable. | 

“Authority for this statement is 
attributed to Senator Blaine of Wis- 
consin. At a recent public hear- 
ing the Senator inquired of Gov. 
Bartlett, former First Assistant 
Postmaster-General: ‘Would you be 
surprised to learn that the bene- 
ficiaries under postoffice leases had 
contributed something like $1,250,- 
000 to the last two political cam- 
paigns?’ 

“While the remark was word- 
ed as a question, it implied that 
the Senator was prepared to an- 
swer it affirmatively. It was con- 
strued by the préss as a flat charge 
that postoffice lessors had contrib- 
uted this tremendous sum to the 
Coolidge and Hoover campaigns.
